Rapid Transit 
Again—Southern Pacific Right of 
Way Postponed, 48 Usunal—The 
New Council-A Test vate Shows 

to T—All at Sea. 


‘The outgoing City Council met yesterday 
morning for the jast time, At roll-cail the 
following members answered to their 
names: Messrs. Barrett, Book. Bosbysheil, 
Charidler,, Cohn, Collins, Gibbs, Hanley 
and President Liumphreys. ‘There came in 
later Messrs Moriarty, Sinsabaugh, Hiller, 
Teed and Lovell. 

The minutes of the last three meetings 
were read and approved. 

The report of the Finance Committee 
was then read. and its recommendations 
adopted. 

The bills of S. A. Waldron for securing 
right of way for city sewer, E. C. . Bur- 
lingame for street sweeping, and Crane 
Bros, for material at East Side Park were 
referred back to the Council without recom- 
mendation, and laid over. 

A number of bills were reported favora_ 
biy from the Finance Committee and passed 
by the board. 

Ou motion of Mr. Barrett, C, N. Earl, 
Councilman-elect to fill the vacancy in the 
First Ward, was duly installed in Mr, 
Mathews’s place. 

On motion of Dr. Sinsabaugh, chairs 
were ordered brought in and the members- 
elect of the new Counctt were invited to 
take seats within the railing. 

THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC RIGHT OF WAY 
was then taken up for action. 

George W. Knox stated that the property- 
holders opposed tothe Pine-street route and 
Mr. Griftith had come to an errangement 
whereby the latter now presented a propo- 
sition to the railroad company ofiering 
route No. 3 across the Briswalter tract free 
of charge. 

‘The Clerk also read a statement from the 
property-owners on the Pine-street route, 
stating that Mr. Griffith had come to their 
aid and had subscribed a part of the $15,000 
needed himself. 

Hon. 8S. M. White asked whether the 
route No. 5 spoken of was the original route 
which thé company’s engineer lad pro- 
nounced impracticable, or whether it was 
one s0 modilied that the company could ac- 
cept it. 

Mr. Knox said that it was the ronte 
acreed on verbally between Mr. Lunt, the 
company’s engjneer, and himself, 

WANTS TIME TO INVESTIGATE. 

Mr. White said he thought the only way 
to asceriain that was to have a survey run 
upon the ground. He read the route as sug- 
gested by Mr. Lunt, which differed bat 
slightly from that proposed by Griffith. Ue 
said they should have time to look the mat- 
ter over. 

Mr. Collins said that, even if the proposed 
route were adopted, the residents dewn 
where the Bceiswalter route would pass 
woula come and make anotber kick and 
it would all have to be discussed over again. 

Judge Bicknell, for the railroad company, 
said that he had foreseen this difficulty. He 
had sought to avoid it by purchasing a solid 
block at Pine street, on which the company 
might run on theirown land. This thing 
had been postponed too long, and he wanted 
the Council to take action one way or an- 
others. 

Mr. Cohn moved to postpone the matier 
for one week, to be acted on by the next 
Council. 

Mr. Gibbs said that for six months he had 
seen this matter hanging fire here. ‘I'he 
new depot was there idle, waiting for the 
company to gain aceess to it. He thought 
that the company was entitled to the right 
of way it asked for, and for one, on the 
last day of his term of office, he was will- 
ing to go on record as voting for it and set- 
tling the matter once for all. He moved 
that the ordinance be adopted. 

Mr. Barrett advocated postponement for 
one week. 

MORE OPPOSITION. 

G. Wiley Wells, by request, addressed 
the Council on behalf of the property-own- 
ers living near the proposed line of route 
No. Safter it leaves’ the Briswalter tract. 
He asked that consideration of the matter 
be postponed till the new route preposed 
could be examined, and those having prop- 
erty near it could present their claims. 

Mr. Gibbs insisted on his motion. He 
wanted to see the members go on record on 
this subject. He expected that there would

Mr. Cohn’s motion was then carried, 13 
to2, Messrs. Gibbs and Sinsabaugh voting 
in the negative.

Mayor-elect 
bryson was an interested party, and had 
asked thatthe measure be decided before 
his accession to office. 

On motion of Mr. Collins, the franchise 
was taken up for action. 

M. V. Biseailuz handed in a protest of 
property-owners against the granting of the 
tranchise. It stated thata valuable prop- 
erty was being given away without any 
consideration to tue city, and that the pro- 
posed Jine would work great damare to 
thousands of dollars’ worth of property 
owned by the signers and others. It was 
signed by S.C. Hubbell, M. V. Biscailuz 
and many others. He also stated that the 
map filed was worthless for locating pur- 


poses. 

S. C. Hubbell said that the line ran 
through a great many little homes, which 
‘were located there years ago, and destroyed 
their value. Moreover, this little compary, 
ranning only to Monrovia, asked for no less 
than three lines, covering 10 miles of track, 
through the city. 

Mr Lovell asked if some of the protest- 
ants were not squatters on city lands. 

Mr. Barrett moved that the ordinance be 

- taken up for action. If we give ear to every 
complaint that comes in here we will never 
get a road run into the city. 

A SECRET OBJECT, 

.Mr. Hubbell said that the motive of the 
company in seeking the franchise was not 
unders The franchise was only asked 
for to be sold again to the Southern Pacific 
Company, and it was meant to give them 
double-track routes down the streets of the 
city. This franchise was worth at the very | 
least $100,009, and $0000 worth of land 
alone was proposed to be given away for 
nothing. The time for giving away fran- 
chises had passed by. When all the prop- 
erty-holders living along that line came in 
here and protested against the confiscation

asked that the Council act upon the matter 
before his accession to the office, as he was 
interested in it, and did not wish to have to 
act upon it. . 

Mr. Gibbs said that he thought this micht 
as well be deferred as the request of the 
Southern Pacific Company to pass through 
their own land. 

Mr. Chandler’s motion was lost by the 
following vote: Yeas, Chandler, Gibbs, 
Hanley, Karl, Moriarty and Teed-—6: nays, 
Barrett, Book,.

The rest of the ordinance was then read. 

Mr. Chandler asked that the old franchise 
f the company be given up before any new 
ne was granted. 

Mr. Monroe explained that the old fran- 
chise had tapsed through failure to comply 
with its conditions. He said the company 
would not be able to build its elevated 
structure into the city far peers two years 
or snore. All they could do for the present 
was to extend their line so as to connect 
with the horse-cars at Aliso street. 

Mr. Collins explained that the old fran- 
chise to the plaza could. not be obtained at 
any price wiitin the means of the company, 
and that it md therefore been also denied. 

Mr. Chandler differed with him, anda 
lively wrangle ensued between them. 

Mr. Humphreys pointed out a vital omis- 
sion in the ordinance, and moved to amend 
that it be amended so that the company 
shall not have an exclusive franchise over 
any part of its route in this city. Carried. 

Mr. liubbell suggested that, if all the 
company wante:! was to get down to Aliso 
street, the rest of -the franchise might be 
stricken out. He was opposed to the fran- 
chise on the ground that it gave the com- 
pany more than it asked for or needed. 

MR. EARL’S DEBUT. 

Mr. Earl said that, as a new member, he 
would like to define his position. He was 
in favor of public improvements. He was 
in favor of a franchise but not of this one. 
The route of the road should be defined in 
the ordinance, as well as on the map. 
Furthermore, if this road was meant for a 
street-car line, upon which they could col- 
lect fares, it was illegal. ' 

The ordinance was finally passed by the 
following vote: Yeas, Barrett, Book, Bos- 
byshell, Cohn, Collins, Gibbs, Hiller, Lov-_ 
ell, Moriarty, Sinsabaugh, Lumphreys—11. 
Nays, Chandler, Hanley, Earl and ‘Teed—4.

- Judge Bethune addressed the board on 
‘behalf of the property-owners on that 
question, and asked that the Council act 
without delay. 

Judge Hatch appeared for the railway 
company and said that the case had been 
adjudicated in the courts, and decided in 
favor of the company. Waiving that point 
he stated that the road had been in financial 
trouble. ‘They are now about out. Repairs 
are being made and the road will be in 
operation one week from next Wednesday ; 
moreover parties are coming here next 
week to purchase a controlling interest in 
the road and take hold and run it. It-was 
out of the question to remove the poles now, 

Judge Bethune replied that the litigation 
spoken of was another case entirely. ‘The 
poles were a great disadvantage to the 
property along the street. They had been 
put there without any bond being given and 
were there now in disregerd of the man- 
dates of the Council. , 

Dr. Sinsabaugh moved to lay the matter 
on the table. Carried, 

The franchise for the Donegan elevator 
was taken up, on motion of Mr, Gibbs, and 
referred to the next Council on motion of 
Mr. Teed.

STREET RAIDED: 


The Officers Burst in the Door and 
Capture a Gang of Sports and 
Others—Scenes at the Police Sta- 
tion—The Names. 


It has been known for several weeks past 
that Tait and Webber were running a faro 

_ game at 265 North Main street. A_ visit 
Was made to the place Iast night, ‘and on 
Walking up the stairs unchaileaged: by the

the little anteroom which stuod with open 
door, and sampled the conteats of the side- 
board there disp)ayed. 

Off the ante-room is the front room, in 
which nothing perticular was going on, and 


connecting with it by folding-doors is the 


fato-room proper. ‘These rooiis are-on—the 
second floor, directly over Joe Poheim’s 
store. 
The game was running in full blast. 
Berry was dealing, anda big crowd stood 
around the tabile.:‘The chairs were ail 
occupied, 
Back of the chairs stood a deep fringe of 
players, who reach forward over the 
Shoulders of those sitting down to place 
their bets. or rake inthe chips when they: 
won any. No other game was goipg on, 
aud the interest of all present seemed con- 
centrated on the faro layout, while the 
dealer silently dealt the cards and shifted 
the chips from the losing to the winning 
cards. 
After watching the game in silence for a 
while, and riskingatrifle for the sake of 
appearances, which he happily won, the 
visitor withdrew, fuliy convinced 
— gambling is not piayed out in Los An- 
geles, 
A week or ten days ago a man waiked 
into the police station about 1 o’clock in the 
morping, and suid that he could show the 
~ officers where there was a faro game in 
®peration, and wanted to know what there 
was in it for him, The officer in charge told 
him that both. the Chief and Captain had 
gone home, but if he would show the officers 
the way he would send a posse and raid the 
game, The man finally consented, and 
took the officers to No. 265 North Main street, 
Whipple’s old place, which he said had 
been running, but when the officers 
arrived they found the place deserted. 
They have kept a _ close watch on 
it since, however, and became satisfied 
that the game was running whenever 
a chance presented. This place has always 
been considered one of the hardest places 
to get into in the city, and some prepura- 
tion was necessary. But last night the 
time came, and at 9:40 v’elock, while 15 of 
the ‘gay gamboliers’” were sitting arvund 
the green tabie, they were surprised by the 
rather sudden appearance of Otticer Busqui, 
who smashed in the front dour with a 
sledge haintaer, whiie’ Capt. Loomis simul- 
taneously tuinbled in by the rear over tue 
transom, In an instant all was contusion, 
and there was a wild rush for cover, 


sone oing under the table, 
while others made a break for 
the other rooms, and got 


out of the front windows to the awning 
and from there made their escape to the 
round, getting clear away almost before 

ey were missed. In the meantime ofii- 
cers Bowler, Boland and Hawley put in an 
appearance and guarded the various en- 
trances, and a few minutes later the patrol 
wagon putin an appearance. with vilicers 
Cates, Mackel and O’Brien, Seeing that 
they were trapped, the sports submitted 
gracefu ly, and while Bosqui was gathering 
upthe chips and other paraphernalia the 
money was put into the safe, which was 
locked up. Seeing this, two men were de- 
tailed to watch the safe, while the “layout,’’ 
tables, were loaded into the 
wagon and, with the gamblers, 
were taken to the _ station, where 
the sports were searched and put behind 
tha bars until bail could be fixed. The 
took the situation very philosoph- 
ically, giving, in the majority of cases, 
fictitious names, and proceeded to make 
themselves comfortable until bail foich- 
coming.

OB ANRLOTTE KBERT. 


Coroner Meredith Unraveils the Mur- 
der Mystery. 

Goroner Meredith went outto the Ca- 
huenga Pass yesterday morning to investi- 
gate the ¢ircumstances surrounding - the 
death of Mrs; Charlotte Ebert, which were 
of such a suspicious charaeter as to lead to 
the arrest of her son, Otto, at whose house 
she died and by whom she was buried ina 
tomato patel, buck of the place. The Cor- 
oner was accompanied by Dr. 
MacGowan, Jailer Russell, a Tiurs re- 
porter and Otto Ebert, the dead woman’s 
son, andjthe sexton of Rosedale Cemetery, 
aud one of his men was taken along to ex- 
hume the body. The party started out 
about 8 o’clock, and after a drive of about 


two and a half hours the place was reached. 
‘The house is situated near the Santa Mon- 


Tica road, about 12 miies from the city, and 


is just opposite the house where Vasquez, 
the famous bandit, was captured some 
But jittle time was lost at the

seen, which Ebert said was the grave. 
‘There was nothing to mark the spot, as it 

was leveled off even with the ground, the 

only thing by whieh it conld be located be- 

ing an iron water-pipe, lying along the top 

oft the ground, Coroner Meredith gave or- 

ders tu dig up the coffin, and in a few min-4 
utes a rade wooden box. was laid bure, 

which was taken out and the top removed, 

exposing the corpse which was wrapped in 

an old oilcioth and sheet. This was seon re- 

moved, and Dr. MacGowan proceeded to 
examine the body, bert looking on, appa- 

rently a3 unconcerned as any of those pres-. 
ent, The remains were clothed ina black 

alpaca dress, and there had evidently been 
some attempt at preparation, as the stock- 

ingshad not been worn, and around the 

neck a piece of soiled white ribbon had 

been tied, while on one of tie brown, with- 

ered fingers was a guid ring. No marks of 
vioience were found on the head, which 
was carefully examined by the Dvctor, after 
which the clotning was opened and the 

body Icoked over, It was but little more 
than a skeleton, the bones pr pe | 
through the dry, hard skin, and, after a few 
minutes’ examination, Dr. MacGowan said 
that he was satistied that the person had 

died from some long and exhausting ill- 
ness, probably consumption, as had been 
stated, and that he fuunod nothifg to indi- 
cate that there bad been foul play. ‘The 
corpse Was that of a very small woman, not 
much over 5 feet in height, apparently be- 
tween 50 and 60 years of age, and in life 
weighing perhaps 99 pounds, After these 
puin.s had been noted, the top was replaced 
on the box, which was covered over with 
brush to protect it from the sun, and the 
party returned to the house, where a jury 
wassworn in and the inquest procecded 
with, But two witnesses were examined, 

Di. MacGowan and the sen of the dead 
woman, The Doctor testified that he had 
examined the body and wis of the opinion 

that~death had resuhed. from natural 
causes, probably consumption, 

Otto Ebert was then sworn, and testified 
that the deceased was his mother, Churiotte 
Ebert, aged between 56 and 58 years, and 
a native of Germany. He stated that his 
mother bad been in bad health for some 
time, and had been sent to the County Hos- 
pital, from which place he had brought her 
to his house, where she died a day or two 
after her arrival. This was probably about 
the middle of October. She had been cough- 
ing a great deal, and he had given her some 
homeopathic medicine which he had brought 
from Germany on the night that she died, 
aiter which he and his wife retired. Some 
time after his wife woke him up, saying 
that she did not hear his mother cough, and 
got up and went to see about her, aud when 
she came back to him saia that his amother 
was cold, and that sheDbelieved th .t she was 
dead He had then gone to see her, and 
had applied a hot iron to her arm to see if 
she were really dead. He then kept the 
body in the house for 80 hours, when his 
wite had prepared it for burial, ‘here was 
no one on the place, and he had dug 
th the box, 
Which he had placed in it, had 
then carried the body up on a wheeibarrow 
and buried it. The reason Ebert gave for 
not telling any one about weere the body 
was buried was because he intended to te- 
move it when he got able, and he was 
afraid the owner of the land would object 
to haviag the corpse on his place. 

All during his evidence Evert appeared 
more than willing to tell anything that 
would throw any lighton the matter, and 
readily answered aii the questions put to 
him by the Coroner and jury. . When be 
had concluded all persons except the jury- 
were excluded from the roow, and 
after some minutes’ deliberation a verdict 
of death from natural causes was returned 
and the Coroner told Ebert he was telease 
from custody. 

Coroner Meredith then gave Ebert an or- 
der tor a coffin, and he said that he would 
get his team and come outafter his mother’s 
body during the afternoon, which he would 
bury in the poor ground at Rosedale. 

From the above it will be seen that the 
supposed murder mystery was only an ig- 
norant foreigner’s mistaken idea of Ameri- 
can customs, which induced him to take a 
step which caused him no little trouble, and 
landed him behind the bars. It taught: 
him a lesson, however, which he will not 
soon forget, and he will hereafter be more 
careful about his actions. Coroner Mere- 
dith deserves credit for the very prompt and 
thorough manner in which he investigated 
the case, thus setting at rest all doubt about 
a matter which caused a great deal of talk 
in the neighborhood where it occurred.

4 Legislation for the Coast. 


Important measures of interest to 
the Southern California coast were 
presented in the House yesterday. 
(xen. Vandever introduced a bill to es- 
tablish a port of delivery at Los Ange- 
les—a much-needed and very useful 
measure; also a bill to establish a port | 
of entry at Santa Barbara; also, 
another bill appropriatibg $200,000 for 
harbor improvements at San. Diego. 
Morrow introduced a bill establishing 
lighthouses at Deadman’s Island, Ana- 
capa Island and San Miguel Island; at 
Point Arguello, at Port Harford and at 
a point eight miles north of that port. 
The appropriations for these objects 
amount to $178,000. Light is a good 
thing to have, especially for a mariner 
feeling his watery way along a danger- 
ous coast. We hope the bills will pass. 


Tuk contract for doing the city ad- 
vertising for the ensuing year was yes- 
terday awarded by the Council to the 
Herald, on a babis of 90 cents per inch 
for each first insertion and 40 cents per 
inch for each subsequent insertion. 
The bid of Trves, although -a 
fraction higher, was in fact the lowest 
and best, when circulation is taken 
into account. But your average city 
council pays no attention to circulation 
when awarding a contract for advertis- 
ing. In the councilmanic miad an ob- 
scure weekly, with a circulation of 175 
copies or “thereabouts (this has no 
reference to the Herald—the Herald is 
not a hebdomadal) is on a par with a 
double-breasted-daily having an aver- 
age diurnal constituency of 7000 copies 
aml the unigue fame of having first 
published the famous Murchison letter.

The wrecked steamship was purchased in 
New York for $200,000, to replace the Ya- 

uina City. She was formerly Known as 
the Caracas, under which name she plied 
between New York and the West Indies. 

About a year and a half ago this com- 
pany decided to extend its trade, and pur- 
chased the steamers Eastern Oregon and 
Willamette Valley. TThe Eastern Oregon 
formerly the City of Palatka, did not come 
up to expectations, and litigation arose over 
her, 1n consequence of which she has ever 
since been lhid up in Oakland Ccreek, 
On = December 5, 887, the Ya- 
quina City was wrecked on 
tbe south spit, at the entrance to the 
harbor. The company, however, intends to 
purchase another iron steamer in the Kast 
before cong. 

William M. Hogg, manager of the Oregon 
Development Company, who is now in this 
city, said today that the steamer Yaquina 
Bay, aground at Yaquina Bay, is the per- 
sonal property of Col. ‘T. Egerton Hogg, 
president of the company, and is not the 
property of the company or corporation.

TO PROTECT THE BALLOY. 

A bill was introduced in the House today 
by Mr. Howard of Indiana punishing crime: 
against the elective franchise. It makes it 
unlawful for any person to receive money 
or other valuable consideration for his vote 
at any election for Representative in Con- 
ress. The payment of money for the vote 
of any person at such election is also de- 
clared unlawiu!. The person violating either 
of these provisions shall, upon conviction, 
be disfranchised for a period of not less 
than six or moréjthan ten years, and for 
such period shall be disqualified from hold- 
ing any office of honor, trust or protit under 
the United States, provided that in all 
prosecutions under this act against a person 
charged with having been bribed, the ac- 
cused may, with the consent of the prose- 
tuting attorney, be exempted from prose- 
ution on making kuown the person offer- 
ing the bribe.

What an Ex-UConfederate Thinks of 
Negro Suffrage. 

NASHVILLE (Tenn.), Dec. 10.—jBy the 
Associated Press.j| The American tomor- 
row will print a long interyiew with 
Thomas H. Watts, who was Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the late Confederacy, on the ques- 
tion of disfranchising the negre. He said, 
in part: “The increased political power 
which the South has acquired by the free- 
dom of the negroes ought never. to be re- 


Which demands it or makes it desirable. 
If intelligence is superior to ignorance, or 
brain power superior to mere muscle, in the 
policy of the State, the Scuth bas nothing 
to fear from the presence of the negro with 
equal rights to vote. The Northern States 
being the conqueror in war, unwittingly 
increased the wer of the conquered 
in Congress and in the election of Presi- 
dential Eiectors. That the conquerer should 
augment tbe political power of the con- 
quered was never before done in the history 
of mankind. It was not magnanimity to 
the conquered, but a vain hope and belief 
that the slave, when made free, would 
greatly increase the power of the Republi- 
can party in Congress and inthe electi-n 
of Presidents for all time which induced 
such a remarkable action. If the Northern 
States could now mend their work, the 
folly of which the experience of the last 20 
years so fully shows, they would doubiless 
act promptiy and vigorously. Fortunately 
for the Southern States, the Constitution of 
the United States presents an insuperable 
barrier to the exercise of such powers.
